This year has been one of continued growth and changes for 
the college, a sampling of what is in store for the future. We 
have added students and staff members, and this will occur at 
an accelerated rate. It is anticipated that within the next fifteen 
years enrollment will double. Obviously, we shall give priority to 
planning and attempting to provide buildings, equipment, and 
other facilities to meet the needs of these students. 

Certainly, one approach to help solve space needs is to 
utilize our classrooms and laboratories more intensively. Inevi¬ 
tably we shall have more classes scheduled during the late 
afternoon hours. This poses a serious problem for students who are largely self-supporting and 
who work in afternoon part-time jobs. We shall undoubtedly have to give these students pref¬ 
erence for enrollment in morning classes—but well over half of our students work at part-time 
jobs! Such will be the problems facing us. 

Several announcements made this year have reinforced the reputation and status of the 
college as one of the best in the State. For example, authorities at the University of California 
informed us our graduates have compiled a better record than those of any other junior college 
transferring a comparable number of students. 

The standards of this college are high because the staff is able and the students responsive. 
This has been a fine year, a year against which we can measure ourselves in the future. I can 
pay you no higher compliment.
